Commission: 900 abuse allegations 
against Dutch clergy 


EU expresses concern over 
Roma expulsions in France 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - A Dutch com¬ 
mission set up five months ago 
to look into suspected sexual 
abuse by Roman Catholic 
clergy in the Netherlands said 
yesterday it has received some 
900 reports from alleged vic¬ 
tims. 

"The 900 reports come 
mainly from victims but also 
from relatives of the victims 
who contacted us," Gert Jan 
Verhoog, a spokesman for the 
commission told AFP. 

The commission has been 
preparing for the investigation, 
which officially opened on 
Tuesday, since mid-March, 
when it started receiving the 
reports of alleged abuse. 

Some members of the 
clergy accused of abuse gave 
themselves up to the commis¬ 
sion, Verhoog said. 

The Dutch Religious Con¬ 
ference and the Dutch Bishops’ 
Conference set up the commis¬ 
sion on March 9, ordering a 
"broad, external and independ¬ 
ent" investigation following 
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dozens of alleged abuse cases 
dating from the 1960s and 
1970s. 

Verhoog said the commis¬ 
sion had received reports dat¬ 
ing from 1945 to the present. 

The former Dutch minister 
of education, Wim Deetman, 
who heads the commission, 
had said earlier that the formal 
investigation would probably 
take a year.

VIENNA, Austria (AFP) - 
Press watchdog IPI called yes¬ 
terday on the government in 
Honduras to properly investi¬ 
gate the murders of journalists, 
after a tenth case was reported 
this week. 

"Honduras has become one 
of the most dangerous coun¬ 
tries in the world for journal¬ 
ists," International Press 
Institute (IPI) spokesman An¬ 
thony Mills said in a statement. 

"It is vital that the authori¬ 
ties fully investigate the 
killings, so that a culture of im¬ 
punity is not allowed to 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
British tycoon adventurer 
Richard Branson was forced to 
abandon a second attempt to 
kitesurf across the England 
Channel yesterday, but he 
vowed to try again within 
weeks. 

Rough seas and high winds 
scuppered the entrepreneur's 
first attempt on Tuesday by 
forcing the support boats to 
turn back after five miles 
(eight kilometres), but he had 
the opposite problem yester¬ 
day. 

"The guys have been trying 
to catch the wind all day, and it

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- The European Union's top 
justice official expressed con¬ 
cern yesterday over France's 
expulsion of Roma and said 
her office was reviewing 
whether the crackdown com¬ 
plied with EU law. 

France has come under 
criticism at home and abroad 
over its expulsion of hun¬ 
dreds of Roma from eastern 
Europe in recent days, but 
has insisted that it was re¬ 
specting EU laws. 

"I have been following 
with great attention and some 
concern the developments 
over the past days in France 
as well as the debate sparked 
in several other (EU) Mem¬ 
ber States," said EU Justice 
Commissioner Viviane Red¬ 
ing. 

Reding acknowledged that 
it was the sole responsibility 
of EU nations to ensure pub¬ 
lic order on their territories, 
but she said she expected all 
member states to respect EU 
rules on free movement. 

"It is clear that those who 
break the law need to face the 
consequences. It is equally 
clear that nobody should face 


LONDON, England - Scottish 
singing sensation Susan Boyle 
said yesterday that performing 
for Pope Benedict during his 
visit to Britain next month was 
"her greatest dream come 
true." 

Boyle, 49, who became an 
unlikely world superstar after 
appearing on the TV show 
"Britain's Got Talent" last year, 
will sing three times when the 
Pope holds a public mass in 
Glasgow on September 16, the 
Scottish Catholic Church said 
in a statement. 

One of the songs will be her 
signature song "I Dreamed a 


expulsion just for being

"I have therefore asked my 
services to fully analyse the 
situation in France, in partic¬ 
ular whether all measures 
taken fully comply with EU 
law," Reding said.

Under an arrangement to 
protect the labour market that 
expires in December 2013, 
France can expel Romanians 
and Bulgarians after three 
months in the country if they 
cannot show they have the fi¬ 
nancial means to stay.

ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
concludes in its Monthly Bul¬ 
letin of June that there was a 
record high tax revenue of Afl. 
335.6 million because of an in¬ 
cidental receipt of Afl. 259.9 
million following the tax 
agreement between the gov¬ 
ernment and Valero Aruba Re¬ 
finery. 

When compared to the 
same month of 2009, the in¬ 
crease in total tax revenue 
amounted to Afl. 251.5 million 
(299.0 percent). Excluding this 
incidental receipt, total tax rev¬ 
enue equaled Afl. 75.7 million, 
which is an increase of Afl. 6.5 
million or 9.4 percent com¬ 
pared to a year earlier. 
Turnover tax revenue (BBO) 
fell by Afl. 4.6 million (44.2 
percent) mainly due to the 


downward adjustment in the 
turnover tax rate from 3 per¬ 
cent to 1.5 percent as of Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2010. In the first half of 
2010, total tax revenue (ex¬ 
cluding the one-off revenues 
from Valero) fell by Afl. 46.4 
million (10.4 percent). 
Turnover tax revenue dropped 
by Afl. 33.0 million or 41.9 
percent. The proceeds from the 
foreign exchange tax grew by 
Afl. 2.7 million while all other 
tax categories recorded de¬ 
clines. 

The money supply in June 
2010 went down by Afl. 55.6 
million to Afl. 3,239.0 million. 
This contraction was caused 
by an Afl. 80.6 million drop in 
net domestic assets, partially 
mitigated by an Afl. 25.0 mil¬ 
lion rise in the net foreign as¬ 
sets (excluding revaluation 


differences of gold and foreign 
exchange holdings). The de¬ 
crease in the net domestic as¬ 
sets was largely the result of a 
marked rise (Afl. 219.1 mil¬ 
lion) in government’s deposits 
(due to the aforementioned in¬ 
cidental receipt from Valero), 
partially offset by a net pur¬ 
chase of government bonds by 
the banking sector. 

The number of stay-over 
visitors for June 2010 shrank 
by 4.6 percent compared to the 
same month a year earlier. 
There was a fall in the number 
of visitors from the United 
States, the Netherlands and 
Venezuela. The decrease in the 
US and Dutch markets were 


minor (2.9 percent and 6.4 per¬ 
cent, respectively), while the 
Venezuelan market fell by 33.6 
percent representing 2,479 vis¬ 
itors. It appears that the strug¬ 
gling Venezuelan economy 
and the exchange restrictions 
are still heavily affecting the 
Venezuelan market. In the first 
half of 2010, the number of 
stay-over visitors improved 
(2.5 percent) compared to 
2009 (4.8 percent). Further¬ 
more, there was also a slight 
growth in the nominal tourism 
receipts (1.1 percent). In con¬ 
trast, the number of cruise pas¬ 
sengers visiting Aruba 
decreased by 7.3 percent com¬ 
pared to the first half of 2009.

Epidermolysis bullosa (EB) 
is an inherited connective tis¬ 
sue disease causing blisters in 
the skin and mucosal mem¬ 
branes, with an incidence of 
1/50,000. Its severity ranges 
from mild to lethal. It is caused 
by a mutation in the keratin or 
collagen gene. As a result, the 
skin is extremely fragile. 
Minor mechanical friction or 
trauma will separate the layers 
of the skin and form blisters. 
People with this condition 
have an increased risk of can¬ 
cers of the skin, and many will 
eventually be diagnosed with it 
as a complication of the 
chronic damage done to the 
skin. 

Every year for the past 
seven years Kirstin and her 
family have been vacationing 
on Aruba. They stay at Casa 
Del Mar and the Aruba 
Phoenix Beach Villas each 
year. There are too many rea¬ 
sons to list for why they return 
to this beautiful island; it has 
become their home away from 
home.

MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - Tro¬ 
pical Storm Frank strength¬ 
ened into the third Pacific 
hurricane in the 2010 season 
yesterday, veering west after 
soaking Mexico’s southern Pa¬ 
cific coast, the Miami-based 
National Hurricane Center re¬ 
ported.

IBM describes 
fastest 

microprocessor 

ever 

PALO ALTO—IBM revealed 
more details of its 5.2-GHz 
chip on Tuesday, the fastest 
microprocessor ever an¬ 
nounced. Don’t bet that you'll 
ever be able to buy it, though. 

At the Hot Chips 2010 
conference here, IBM execu¬ 
tives described the zl96, 
which will power its Z-series 
of mainframes, which can 
cost hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, if not over a million. 
IBM will ship the chip in 
September, said Brian Cur¬ 
ran, an IBM distinguished en¬ 
gineer. The mainframe itself 
was announced in July. 

IBM also previously 
claimed the title of fastest mi¬ 
croprocessor with the 
POWER6 chip, which ran at 
speeds of up to 4.6 to 4.7 
GHz, and its own zlO, a 2008 
chip which ran at speeds of 
up to 4.4 GHz. For its part, 
Curran claimed that the zl96 
only 

IBM defines the zl96 as 
one of the few remaining 
CISC chips, which allows for 
bulky, large programs that 
can require much more mem¬ 
ory to execute in than RISC 
chips, including the PowerPC 
and ARM embeddded 
processors, among others. 

The zl96 contains 1.4 bil¬ 
lion transistors on 512 sq. 
mm chip fabricated on 45-nm 
PD SOI technology. It con¬ 
tains a 64 Kbyte level-1 in¬ 
struction cache, a 128-Kbyte 
LI data cache, a 1.5-Mbyte 
private L2 cache per core, 
plus a pair of co-processors 
used for cryptographic oper¬ 
ations. 

In a 4-node system, 19.5 
Mbytes of SRAM are used 
for LI private cache, 144 MB 
for L2 private cache, 576 MB 
of eDRAM for L3 cache, and 
a whopping 768 MB of 
eDRAM for a level-4 cache. 
All this is used to ensure that 
the processor finds and exe¬ 
cutes its instructions before 
searching for them in main 
memory, a task which can 
force the system to essen¬ 
tially wait for the data to be 
found - dramatically slowing 
a system that is designed to 
be as fast as possible. 

The chip uses 1079 differ¬ 
ent instructions, Curran said. 
Of these, 75 can be used by 
millicode only, with 219 exe¬ 
cutable by millicode; an addi¬ 
tional 24 instructions are 
conditionally executed by 
millicode. (Millicode is an in¬ 
ternal term used at IBM for 
instructions internally exe¬ 
cuted by the processor, 
slightly bulkier than the "mi¬ 
crocode" used by other 
chips.)

Lab-grown corneas 
restore sight in some 
patients 


Cornea implants grown in the 
lab can restore vision to the 
blind, according to early clin¬ 
ical trial results released 
today. 

The trial, which took place 
in Sweden, consisted of 10 
adults with blindness from dis¬ 
ease or damage to the cornea, 
the transparent outer covering 
of the eye. During a two-year 
follow-up period, six of the 10 
patients who received the im¬ 
plant saw their vision improve. 
In all cases, the body accepted 
the new cornea implant, re¬ 
populating it with living cells 
and nerve fibers. 

"This study is important 
because it is the first to show 
that an artificially fabricated 
cornea can integrate with the 
human eye and stimulate re¬ 
generation," senior researcher 
Dr. May Griffith, of the Ot¬ 
tawa Hospital Research Insti¬ 
tute, the University of Ottawa 
and Linkoping University in 
Sweden, said in a statement. 
"With further research, this 
approach could help restore 
sight to millions of people 
who are waiting for a donated 
human cornea for transplan¬ 
tation." 

Sight for scarred eyes 

Corneal disease and dam¬ 
age are among the leading 
causes of blindness world¬ 
wide. More than 40,000 
corneal transplants occur 
each year in the United 
States, according to the Eye 
Bank Association of Amer¬ 
ica. However, there is a 
worldwide shortage of do¬ 
nated human corneas. Cur¬ 
rent synthetic cornea 
replacements carry a high 
risk of complications and are 
only approved for use after 
multiple human-tissue trans¬ 
plants have failed. 

The new corneal implant 
is "biosynthetic," meaning it 
is created by a living organ¬ 
ism, in this case, yeast. To 
make the implant, researchers 
at the San Francisco-based 
company Fibrogen Inc. ge¬ 
netically engineered yeast to 
produce collagen, the protein 
that makes up much of the 
cornea. The research team 


then molded the collagen into 
a contact-lens shape and sur¬ 
gically implanted it in one 
eye of each of 10 volunteers, 
who had either advanced ker- 
atoconus (a bulging of the 
cornea) or central corneal 
scarring. Once implanted, the 
collagen acted as a scaffold 
for the eye's own cells. Like 
vines on a trellis, the cells 
began to grow on the colla¬ 
gen matrix, essentially recre¬ 
ating the cornea. 

Over a two-year follow-up 
period, the cells completely 
populated the corneal im¬ 
plant, the researchers report 
today in the journal Science 
Translational Medicine. The 
tissue became sensitive to 
touch and was covered with a 
thin film of protective tears, 
just like a healthy cornea. Be¬ 
cause their new corneas were 
populated with their own 
cells, the patients didn't have 
to take immune-suppressing 
drugs to prevent rejection like 
most organ recipients. 

While six patients showed 
improved vision, two others 
saw no change and two had 
their vision get worse. After 
surgery, the patients averaged 
20/110 vision with glasses. 
Roughly, that means they had 
to stand at a distance of 20 
feet (6 meters) to read some¬ 
thing that someone with nor¬ 
mal, 20/20 vision would be 
able to read at 110 feet (36 
meters). 

Those numbers couldn't 
compete with the average 
eyesight of recipients of 
human cornea implants, 
which is 20/43. However, 
when the patients in the trial 
wore rigid contact lenses, 
their vision improved to 
20/42, effectively matching 
the human-cornea results. 

The corneal implants still 
have years of testing ahead 
before they become widely 
available. Larger patient pop¬ 
ulations and longer-term 
studies are necessary to be 
sure that the implant is safe 
and that it works. Nonethe¬ 
less, the researchers say they 
are optimistic about the im¬ 
plant.

Trying to lose weight? drink 
more water 



Forget diet pills and cleanses. 
A new study suggests that an 
effective weight-loss aid is 
available straight from your 
kitchen sink. 

Drinking two 8-ounce 
glasses of water before break¬ 
fast, lunch, and dinner while 
also cutting back on portions 
may help you lose weight and 
keep it off for at least a year, 
according to research pre¬ 
sented today at the annual 
meeting of the American 
Chemical Society, in Boston. 

“As part of a prudent, low- 
calorie weight-loss diet, 
adding water may help with 
weight-loss success,” says 
Brenda Davy, PhD, the lead 
author of the study and an as¬ 
sociate professor of nutrition 
at Virginia Tech, in Blacks¬ 
burg. 

Dietitians have long rec¬ 
ommended drinking water as 
a way to shed pounds, but lit¬ 
tle research has been done to 
confirm this conventional 
wisdom, the researchers say. 
Though small, Davy’s study 
is the first randomized con¬ 
trolled trial to examine the 


benefits of “preloading” with 
water before meals. 

The study included 48 
overweight or obese men and 
women between the ages of 
55 and 75 who were on a 
low-calorie diet (1,200 calo¬ 
ries per day for women and 
1,500 calories per day for 
men). Half of the people were 
instructed to drink 16 ounces 
of water—the amount in a 
small bottle of spring 
water—before meals. 

After three months, the 


participants who drank 
water had lost an average of 
about 15.5 pounds, com¬ 
pared to just 11 pounds in 
the control group, according 
to the study, the first results 
of which were published 
earlier this year in the jour¬ 
nal Obesity. 

And the weight loss ap¬ 
pears to be lasting, new data 
suggests. After a full year of 
the same regimen, the water 
drinkers had slimmed down 
by an additional 1.5 pounds, 
on average, while those who 
didn’t load up on water be¬ 
fore meals gained about 2 
pounds, Davy says. (Unlike 
the data published in Obesity, 
the findings presented today 
have not been thoroughly 
vetted by other experts in the 
field, as is required by most 
medical journals.) 

Davy and her colleagues 
aren’t sure why drinking 
water before meals encour¬ 
ages weight loss, but the 
main reason appears to be 
that it helps fill your stomach, 
making you less hungry and 
less likely to overeat. 


Obama to appeal stem 
cell ruling 


U.S. scientists reacted with 
dismay to Monday’s decision 
by a U.S. judge to halt any 
expansion of stem cell re¬ 
search using federal funds. 

The temporary injunction, 
which basically blindsided 
the scientific community, ef¬ 
fectively takes embryonic 
stem cell research back to the 
pre-2001 days. That was 
when then-President George 
W. Bush ordered that federal 
monies could only be used to 
fund research involving em¬ 
bryonic stem cell lines cre¬ 
ated before 2001. 

Late Tuesday, however, 
the Obama administration, 
which had issued an execu¬ 
tive order overturning the 
Bush order, said the Justice 
Department later this week 
would appeal the judge’s 
order. 

Deputy Press Secretary 
Bill Burton said President 
Barack Obama still thinks his 
policy is the right one, and 
believes it can lead to lifesav¬ 
ing treatments while main¬ 
taining “stringent ethical 
guidelines.” 

In the scientific commu¬ 
nity, stem cell experts said the 


judge’s ruling will cripple 
this area of research. 

“It’s a worst-case sce¬ 
nario,” said Susan Solomon, 
CEO of the New York Stem 
Cell Foundation, which oper¬ 
ates with private funds. “It 
actually takes [us] even fur¬ 
ther back than during the 
Bush lines, because at least 
then you could work on so- 
called approved Bush lines. 
But now you can’t work on 
anything. It’s unwieldy. It’s 
unworkable, and we believe 
it will be reversed.” 

Solomon also said that the 
court decision “allows a 
vocal minority to hold sci¬ 
ence hostage to a narrow po¬ 
litical agenda.” 

“It’s an enormous impact, 
and it hurts more now trying to 
stop the additional research 
that’s been going on [since the 
Obama order],” said Paul San- 
berg, a stem cell expert and di¬ 
rector of the University of 
South Florida Center for Aging 
and Brain Repair in Tampa. 

“Fortunately,” he added, 
“there’s still a lot of research on 
non-embryonic stem cells that 
is showing a lot of promise and 
going into clinical trials.”

In the early days 
owners of big piece of land are 
addressed by "Shon" with the 
first name after. So the people 
used to call him Shon Nico¬ 
laas. That later turned into San 
Nicolas. Some stories indicate 
that the Spanish influence had 
something to do with this. 

Following east you will 
find Seroe Colorado. Seroe 
Colorado translates to "color¬ 
ful hill." The name of the place 
refers to the 30 meters high of 
pure limestone at the endpoint 
in the east of Aruba. The hill 
got its name due to the brown 
yellowish color of the lime¬ 
stone.

Get us out of underground 
'hell,' Chile miners plead

COPIAPO, Chile (AFP) - 
Chile’s trapped miners say they 
are enduring ’’hell” under¬ 
ground, putting urgency into a 
rescue operation that is about 
to start but could drag on for 
months before providing sal¬ 
vation. 

The 33 men, living in 
unimaginable conditions deep 
below ground for 20 days, 
pleaded with President Sebas¬ 
tian Pinera late Tuesday to 
save them, in an exchange over 
an intercom line dropped 
through a narrow drill hole. 

Group leader Luis Urzua 
said that all the miners were in 
good condition physically and 
had high hopes of rescue after 
finally being located last Sun¬ 
day by a probe attached to the 
end of a drill bit. 

Entombed for nearly three 
weeks 700 meters (2,300 feet) 
deep in a mine that collapsed 


in northern Chile August 5, the 
men had survived on meager 
rations and trickles of water. 

They were holed up in a re¬ 
inforced shelter roughly the 
size of a living room, and were 
able to roam a lengthy tunnel. 

Although the drill hole was 
now providing them with sus¬ 
tenance and water, and a line 
of communication to waiting 
families, officials were worried 
how they would hold up once 
they knew they would be pris¬ 
oners of the earth for perhaps 
the rest of the year. 

That despairing news was 
being withheld from the min¬ 
ers out of concern for their 
mental health. 

In the meantime, prepara¬ 
tions were being made to start 
a hydraulic bore that would 
grind a shaft down to the min¬ 
ers big enough to eventually 
extract them one by one. 


Military: Troops find 72 bodies on 
Mexican ranch

MEXICO CITY Mexico 
(AFP) - Troops uncovered at 
least 72 bodies, including 
those of 14 women, on a ranch 
in northeastern Mexico after a 
clash with gunmen, the Mexi¬ 
can military said yesterday. 

The gruesome find came 
after a shootout between troops 
and suspected drug traffickers 
near the town of San Fernando, 
in Tamaulipas state, in which 
one member of the military 
and three gunmen were killed, 
according to the Mexican 
Navy. 

Tamaulipas, which borders 
the southern US state of Texas, 
is the scene of brutal con¬ 
frontations between the Gulf 
drug cartel and its former al¬ 
lies, the Zetas, as they fight for 
control of lucrative smuggling 
routes into the United States. 

The navy said ’’the lifeless 
bodies of 72 people were 
found” after the military went 
to the ranch when a man suf¬ 
fering from gunshot wounds 
approached a nearby military 
checkpoint and said he had 


been attacked on the ranch by 
members of a drug gang. 

The operation, which in¬ 
cluded military air support, 
netted one ’’underage suspect,” 
but the rest of the gunmen who 
were not killed managed to es¬ 
cape. 

The military seized 21 ri¬ 
fles, about 6,600 rounds of am¬ 
munition, and four trucks 
including one bearing Ministry 


of Defense markings, the navy 
said. 

Mass graves have been 
turning up with increasing fre¬ 
quency in Mexico’s drug war, 
which has claimed the lives of 
an estimated 28,000 people 
since 2006 despite a military 
show of force in Mexican 
cities by the government of 
President Felipe Calderon. 


Colombia issues red alert after 
volcano eruption

BOGOTA,Colombia (AFP) - 
Colombian officials yesterday 
raised the alert on the Galeras 
volcano to ’’red,” the highest 
level, and ordered the evacua¬ 
tion of 8,000 people after it 
began spewing smoke and ash. 

The small eruption, which 
was not an explosion, occurred 
at 4:00 a.m., officials said. 

Martha Calvache, under di¬ 
rector of the state geological 
service, said the volcano is 
’’emitting ash, and lava has 
been detected in the crater.” 

’’The volcano is in a very 
unstable phase,” she said. 

’’There hasn’t been a major 
eruption or quakes, but in no 
way can you think that nothing 
is happening.” 

The Galeras volcano, situ¬ 
ated in Narino province near 
Colombia’s southern border 
with Ecuador, is the country’s 
most active volcano, with a 
half dozen eruptions over the 
past two years. 

Officials from Colombia’s 
Institute of Geology and Min¬ 
ing (Ingeominas) say the once- 
dormant volcano reactivated in 
2004. 

Galeras erupted in Novem¬ 
ber 2009 leading authorities to 
evacuate about a thousand 
people although no one was 
hurt. Most recently, the moun¬ 
tain rumbled back to life 
briefly last January. 

A 1993 eruption of Galeras, 
which rises in the Andes 


mountain chain to an altitude 
of more than 4,000 meters 
(some 14,000 feet), killed nine 


people, including six scientists 
who had descended its crater to 
take gas samples.

E uropean stocks close lower 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock markets ex¬ 
tended losses yesterday after 
another set of bad US data 
added to growing fears the US 
economy risks falling back 
into recession. 

Dealers said investors were 
increasingly nervous as US 
statistics go in one direction — 
much slower growth which 
could undercut the global re¬ 
covery despite the strong lead 
shown by China and Asia as a 
whole, alongside Germany in 
Europe. 

"Once again markets are in 
negative territory — jittery over 
prospects for further recovery 
and particularly nervous on 
prospects for resumption of 
’real’ growth any time soon,” 
said Howard Wheeldon, senior 
strategist at BGC Brokers. 

In London, the FTSE 100 
index of leading shares closed 
down 0.90 percent at 5,109.40 
points. In Paris, the CAC 40 
lost 1.17 percent to 3,450.19 
points and in Frankfurt the 
DAX shed 0.61 percent at 
5,899.50 points. 

Dealers said the markets 


were focused on the US econ¬ 
omy and discounted news the 
closely watched Ifo climate 
index of German business con¬ 
fidence hit 106.7 points in Au¬ 
gust from 106.2 points in July 
— the highest level since June 
2007. 

Instead, investors were 
worrying about revised US 
second quarter growth figures 
due tomorrow, expected to 
come in much lower at 1.4 per¬ 
cent compared with the pre¬ 
liminary figure of 2.4 percent, 
they said. 

Such concerns were made 
much worse by figures yester¬ 
day showing US new home 
sales in July plunging 12.4 per¬ 
cent from June to the lowest 
level since 1963, wrong-foot¬ 
ing analyst forecasts for a solid 
gain. 

US July durable goods or¬ 
ders increased only 0.3 per¬ 
cent, also well short of esti¬ 
mates and painting a picture of 
weakening demand which will 
do nothing to create the jobs 
needed to keep the economy 
on track. 

In New York, after losing 


1.32 percent on Tuesday the 
blue-chip Dow Jones Indus¬ 
trial Average was down 0.24 
percent, coming off early lows 
which saw the index dip below 
the psychologically sensitive 
10,000-points level. 

Elsewhere in Europe, Ams¬ 
terdam fell 0.53 percent, Brus¬ 
sels shed 0.49 percent, Madrid 
lost 1.57 percent, Milan fell 
1.17 percent and Swiss stocks 
were off 0.74 percent. 

In contrast to stocks, bond 
markets continued to attract 
money as investors sought out 
their relative safety, even if the 
returns are at record lows. 

In Asian trade earlier yes¬ 
terday, Tokyo tumbled 1.66 
percent to its lowest close 
since April 30, 2009. Contin¬ 
ued concerns over the strong 
yen and the Japanese govern¬ 
ment’s apparent unwillingness 
to do anything about it added 
to nerves as investors feared 
key exporters will suffer as a 
result. 

Hong Kong slipped 0.11 
percent but Shanghai fell a 
sharp 2.03 percent. Sydney 
was off 1.40 percent.

PARIS (AFP) - A dozen hefty 
security guards held back the 
crowd gathered on a Paris 
street Tuesday to glimpse US 
director Martin Scorsese 
jump into a limo at lunch 
break during the shoot of his 
latest film, a 3-D fantasy re¬ 
leasing late next year. 

But the Oscar-winning 67- 
year-old, shooting in the City 
of Light for only the second 
time in 17 years, was too 
quick for the fans, skirting 
the crowd incognito on foot 
to be picked up a few hun¬ 
dred yards away by a luxury 
limousine. 

"Keep moving, we're 
shooting," said harried secu¬ 
rity guards. 

Also on hand but also 
shunning the paparazzi was 
British actor Ben Kingsley, 
who played in Scorsese's re¬ 
cent hit, "Shutter Island". Co- 
stars Jude Law, Asa 
Butterfield, Christopher Lee 


and Sacha Baron Cohen had 
the day off. 

Tuesday was the penulti¬ 
mate day of shooting in Paris 
for Scorsese's "Hugo Cabret", 
a tale based on a 2007 
graphic novel by Brian 
Selznick about a boy who se¬ 
cretly lives in the walls of a 
1930s Paris train station. 

To restore the ambience of 
those times, a squad of car¬ 
penters, painters and sundry 
handymen were on hand 
early morning transforming 
the facade of the Athenee the¬ 
atre in central Paris, where 
some of the action takes 
place, as well as the Opera- 
Louis Jouvet square the the¬ 
atre stands on. 

Artificial snow covered 
the ground and in place of its 
current shop fronts, the 
scenery wizards installed a 
1930s hat-shop, watchmaker, 
haberdashery, pharmacy, as 
well as a news-stands stacked 


with 1931 editions. 

With Paris almost empty 
as per usual every summery

Wednesday in an exhibition 
game ahead of the World 
Basketball Championships. 
The Greek team was led 


by Kostas Tsartsaris who 
scored 24 points and was the 
only double figure scorer for 
the hosts. 

Greece took a 2-0 lead but 
the Americans rallied to take 
a 11 -4 advance and never lost 
the lead from there. 

The Americans led at half¬ 
time 42-32 and built up the 
lead to 68-44 after the third 
quarter when they outscored 
the Greeks 26-12 who were 
plagued with 25 turnovers in 
the contest watched by about 
12,000 spectators at the 
Athens Indoor Olympic Sta¬ 
dium. 

Both squads depart for 
Turkey on Thursday to partic¬ 
ipate in the world champi¬ 
onships which open this 
weekend. 

The Americans have not 
won the world crown since 
1994 at Toronto, sending a 
non-NBA squad to Greece in 
1998 due to a labor dispute 
and stumbling on home soil 
at Indianapolis in 2002 in the 
first losses by NBA talent on 
a global stage ahead of a 
bronze-medal showing at the 
2004 Athens Olympics. 

Those humiliations led to 
a revamping of the US na¬ 
tional team program ahead of 
the 2008 worlds in Japan, 
where the Americans lost to 
Greece in a semi-final and 
settled for third before re¬ 
claiming Olympic gold in 
2008 at Beijing. 


Bad snooze as sleepy Furyk disqualified 
from Barclays 



PARAMUS, New Jersey 
(AFP) - US veteran golfer 
was disqualified from The 
Barclays on Wednesday for 
oversleeping and missing 
his pro-am tee time. 

World number six Furyk, 
ranked third in the US play¬ 
off points system, was re¬ 
placed by Australian Marc 
Feishman for a 7:30 morn¬ 
ing tee time in the shotgun 
start event, participation in 
which is mandatory to play 
in the event. 

"I'm beside myself, but I 
have a way of climbing into 
stupid situations," Furyk 
said. 

"The rules are rules. No 
matter what tournament it 
was, I would be upset. But 
I'm more upset because it's 
this one." 

Furyk's caddie, Mike 
"Fluff Cowan, and PGA 
competition vice president 


Slugger White both tried to 
call Furyk but his cellular 
telephone would not ring. 
Furyk said his phone, which 
he uses as an alarm clock, lost 
all power. 

"The hotel had power ... 
but somehow my phone 
died," Furyk said. "I never 


use a backup because I just 
figure if the phone is 
charged, I'm good to go." 

Furyk raced to the 
course, skipping socks and 
belt in his haste to dress, but 
was only at the clubhouse 
when he needed to be at the 
11th tee. 

Only injury or family 
emergency are considered 
reasonable excuses for a 
pro-am miss to not disqual¬ 
ify a player from that 
week's event, so Furyk will 
not play Thursday with 
countryman Steve Strieker 
and South African Ernie 
Els. 

Furyk could fall to 19th in 
the US PGA Tour playoff 
points system used to decide 
a champion but he already 
has enough points to likely 
secure a spot at the 30-man 
season-ending Tour Champi¬ 
onship next month in At¬ 
lanta.

Tiger admits errors, sadness in post-divorce 
interview 



PARAMUS, New Jersey 
(AFP) - Tiger Woods admit¬ 
ted Wednesday that his own 
misdeeds and mistakes 
doomed his marriage and left 
him and ex-wife Elin sad as 
they now try to help their 
children cope with life after 
the split. 

Two days after their di¬ 
vorce was finalized and a day 
before he tees off in the first 
US PGA playoff event, world 
number one Woods spoke 
about the divorce brought 
about by his multiple affairs 
in a scandal exposed last No¬ 
vember. 

"My actions certainly led 
us to this decision,” Woods 
said. "I made a lot of errors in 
my life. That’s something I’m 
going to have to live with.” 

Asked if he felt relief now 
that the divorce was com¬ 
plete, Woods said, ”1 don’t 
think that’s the word. I think 
it’s more sadness.” 

Elin Nordegren, a 30- 
year-old Swedish former 
model who married Woods in 
October 2004 in Barbados, 
told People magazine that she 
felt she had been through 
’’hell” and the extent of his 
cheating left her feeling ’’stu¬ 
pid” even as she has strug¬ 
gled with insomnia, weight 
loss and losing her hair. 

Asked to react to her grief 
and the feeling like the di¬ 
vorce was a death, Woods 


said, ”1 certainly understand 
she is sad and I feel the same 
way.” 

But the 14-time major golf 
champion, who is chasing the 
all-time record of 18 majors 
won by Jack Nicklaus, 


evaded the question when 
asked if he still loved Elin. 

”1 wish her the best in 
everything,” he said. ’’It’s a 
sad time in our lives. We’re 
looking forward in our lives 
and how we can bring up our 
kids the best way we can. 
That’s the most important 
thing.” 

Woods and Nordegren 
have a three-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Sam and a 19-month-old 
son Charlie, who must now 
adjust to their parents living 
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apart. 

’’It’s a sad time,” Woods 
said. ”As far as my game and 
practicing, that has been sec¬ 
ondary We’re trying to get our 
kids used to our new living 
conditions. That has been our 
priority right now.” 

Woods has not won in 
nine events this year, the 
worst stretch of his fabled ca¬ 
reer. The 34-year-old Ameri¬ 
can has gone 10 majors 
without a title, matching the 
longest drought of his career, 
and admits the scandal has 
taken a toll. 

”It was a lot more difficult 
than I was letting on,” Woods 
said. ’’Most of the summer 
was like that. You try to block 
it out but yes at times it was 
(very painful).” 

Dealing with the wreck he 
had made of his personal life 
has proved difficult for 
Woods as he struggled to find 
the precision putting and ac¬ 
curate shotmaking that has 
made him the greatest player 
in golf for decades. 

’’That was always difficult, 
especially when I’m trying to 
find a few golf shots to work 
my way around the golf 
course,” Woods said. 

Asked if this was a lost 
year given his personal tur¬ 
moil and inability to win a 
title, Woods noted that while 
there were a lot of bad things 
and he had brought much of 
it upon himself, there was 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

”1 learned a lot about my¬ 
self and how to be a better 
person,” he said. ’’There are a 
lot of positives.” 

Woods had been in danger 
of failing to reach the fourth 
US PGA playoffs, where he 


is defending champion and 
has won both years where he 
was healthy enough to play. 

But he made the 125-man 
field for The Barclays this 
week and hopes to finish in 
the top 50 to clinch a place in 
next week’s second playoff 
event, the Deutsche Bank 
Championship. 

”1 came back. This is part 
of my job. It’s what I do,” 
Woods said. ”Me coming 
back and playing golf had 
nothing to do with our deci¬ 
sion to move our separate 
ways.” 

Woods has been working 
with swing coach Sean Foley 
the past few weeks and had 
some sessions last week at 
home in Orlando preparing 
for The Barclays. 

’’Obviously I will get my 
game in order, work on some 
things with Sean and hope¬ 
fully play well the rest of the 
year. I have to play well to 
get to next week,” Woods 
said. 

’’Winning takes care of 
everything.” 

Woods hopes to find the 
consistency that he has 
lacked in the past nine 
months since his secret sex 
life became public gossip and 
humiliation for him and his 
wife. 

’’This will be the fourth 
time I have changed my golf 
swing. It’s an undertaking I 
have to wrap my head 
around,” Woods said. 

”1 will try to put together 
some new swing thoughts. 
I’m going to have to put to¬ 
gether all the things I’ve been 
working on and have it come 
together.”
